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31 of the code of civil practice passed at the present session of the legislature, 
namely: When any party recovers costs, the clerk shall include in the costs 
for  the fee of such party 's  attorney, (if he have one) five dollars, and no 
attorney's fee, or part  thereof, shall in any case be taxed as costs against the 
losing party, anything in the code of civil practice to the contrary notwith­
standing. 

This bill having remained with the Governor three days, Sunday excepted, the Gen­
eral Assembly being in Session, has become a law this 22d day of March, 1860.

Be it enacted hy the General Assembly of the State of Iowa, 

APPROPRIATION DEAF AND DUMB ASYLUM. 

SECTION 1. $7,000 for 1860—$7,500 for 1861—paid quarterly—$500 for 
deficiencies 1859. That to meet the ordinary and contingent expenses of the 
institution of the deaf and dumb afeylum for the next two years, including 
rents, provisions, school apparatus, salaries and clothing for  pupils, when 
necessar.y, there be and is hereby appropriated for  the year commencing on 
the first day of January, A. D. 1860, the sum of seven thousand doUars, and 
for the year commencing on the first day of January, A. D. 1861, the sum of 
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seven thousand five hundred dollars, which appropriat ions shall b e  audi ted  
and  paid by  the  state t reasurer  in  quarter ly  instalments i n  advance, ou t  of 
any  money in the  t reasury  not  otherwise appropriated,  b u t  t he  same shall  
not  be drawn unless t he  same shall be a t  t he  t ime when d r awn  actually neces­
sary  f o r  t he  maintenance of said asyjum, and  shall  be expended u n d e r  t h e  
direction of the  trustees of said inst i tut ion;  a n d  there  is hereby appropr ia ted 
[36] the  f u r t h e r  sum of five hundred dollars t o  meet  t he  deficiency i n  t h e  
appropriation heretofore made f o r  t he  support  of said asylum f o r  t h e  y e a r  
commencing on the  first day  of January ,  A.  D., 1859, which sum shall b e  
audited, paid a n d  expended, a s  hereinbefore prescribed.
